Every four 
persons ate with spoons from one large 
bowl. After that the bishop gave a holy 
kiss to the brother nearest him, and that 
brother kissed the next one and so on till 
the same greeting had passed around to 
all. Unleavened bread was then broken 
and wine drunk. All the women wore 
white caps and black dresses, nnd the 
men wore broad-brimmed hate and cuta- 
way coate.

It is a deserved 
recognition of exceptional worth, and 
nobody will tender to the subject of 
this brief notice more hearty con- 
Ejratulations than tho old Decatur 
friends of Mr. McMullin, who knew 
and appreciated him when he was 
only an obscure clerk. 


Riot and Bloodshed. 


Our news columns give tho partic- 


ulars of the collision which occurred 
yesterday at Dutch Hollow, in St. 
Dlair county, between tho striking 
coal miners and the state militia, un- 
der Col. Hartley. 
While it is to be 


regretted that bloodshed was tho re- 
sult, every good citizen will feel that 
;ho killing of one striker and the 
wounding of others is but the legiti- 
mate outgrowth of that spirit of law- 
lessness which prompts strikers to 
interfere with those who are willing 
and anxious to work. This is a 
country of law, and while the law 
cannot compel any man to work for 
wages which he deems inadequate it 
is the solemn duty of those charged 
with its enforcement to see that no 
man who wants to work shall be in- 
terfered with. 
Work and wages are 


purely matters of private contract, 
with which no third persons have any 
right to meddle, and those who vio- 
late this principle need not be sur- 
prised to hove the strong hand of the 
law laid upon them. When the 
means provided by the civil authori- 
ties provo inadequate to the protec- 
tion of the man who wants to work 
and is prevented from doing so by 
lawless strikers, bullets and bayonets 
aro tho uoxt legal resort. 
There is 


no other way, for the striker of to- 
day may be the one who will stand 
in need of protection to-morrow, and 
when he finds himself on the other 
side of the question no one will more 
cheerfully accept the assistance of 
tho law in maintaining his inaliena- 
ble right to work for whatever wages 
he can get. 
If the bloodshed of yes- 


terday suffices to teach the valuable 
lesson that men cannot be driven 
from their peaceful work by the tur- 
bulent and lawless it will not be a 
worthless victory.

What Caused the Trouble. 


A special to the Chicago Times 


from Belleville gives the following 
explanation of the causes of the re- 
cent strike of miners in that region: 


The trouble in the mining district 


arises from the fact that the union 
demanded that the operators pay the 
miners 21-cents per bushel for min- 
ing; that miners working after a ma- 
chine be paid 1| cents per bushel, 
and that miners for running a ma- 
chine be paid 4| cents per foot of 
four feet depth, and also that shov- 
elers be paid 82 per' day. 
The ope- 


rators do not object to the first price 
demanded of 2i cents per bushel, as 
they consider that reasonable, if all 
the operators pay it, but they refuse 
to pay the price demanded for ma- 
chine labor, because in this work 
miners are not needed, common la- 
borers being competent to'do it. The 


j union also demands that the opera- 
tors agree not to sell or furnish coal, 


directly or indirectly, to any operators 
whose mines are stopped through re- 
fusal to pay the price demanded or 
to comply with the demands of the 
miners. 
Several other demands of 


less importance are also made, to all 
of which the operators refuse to ac- 
cede. 
No 
compromise 
is even 


thought of by them, and the opera- 
tors are not suffering from the stop- 
page, because there is plenty of coal 
on hand. The supply far exceeds 
the demand, and the number of la- 
borers is entirely too great for the 
work required. 
The blame, they 


say, lies on the union, and it is 
thought that a number of new men 
from Pennsylvania have been instru- 
mental in stirring up the trouble. 


1 he Pish Commission. 


Peoria Journal. 


Last week mention was made in 


the local columns of this paper of 
the action of the United States fish 
commission in placing 
5,500,000 


young shad and 850,000 herring fry 
in the Illinois river at this point. 
Similar quantities were placed in the 
river near Havana, and the Sanga 
men river received a share. Tho 
above figures seem large and show 
that the government is, to use a Hi- 
bernianism, casting a vast amount of 
bread in the shape of fish on, the wa- 
ters, to make returns after many days. 
The fish commission has stations at 
various points on the Potomac, where 
the female fish are taken, and by ex- 
perts are relieved of their eggs, 
which, after being impregnated, are 
sent to the hatchery at Washington, 
at the rate of three-quarters of a 
million a day. 
Shad and herring are 


the principal subjects of this work, 
and it is expected that one hundred 
and fifty millions of the eggs will be 
sent to the hatchery this season. 
They come in traps covered with 
damp cloth, and are little globules 
about an eighth of an inch in diam- 
eter. From twenty-five to one hun- 
dred thousand eggs are obtainable 
from a single fish. When the eggs 
arrive they are placed in glass jars, 
about fifteen thousand in a jar, and 
a stream of water kept 
running 


through the jar constantly. If the 
water is about 75 cleg. Fahrenheit 
they will hatch in three days. They 
are then very small follows, looking 
like animated cambric needles with 
two black specks at the end. 
13y the 


process of artificial hatching not over 
five eggs in every hundred are lost, 
while by the natural process ftot one 
in a hundred is saved, so adverse are 
the circumstances and so numerous 
the enemies of the egg and the young 
lish. It is usually about ten days 
from the time the. eggs are taken 
from the mother fish until the little 
fellows are turned loose in the rivers 
to wriggle their way up the stream. 
They swim vigorously, however, and 
in a few days are big enough to 
stand transfer into the waters of the 
rivers. 
At tho end of three years 


they attain their full size and be- 
come an excellent article of fish food. 


Tho Hessian Fly In Wheat. 


A telegram from Fayette county says 


thefoi'meis in that section ot tho state 
are daily growing more discouraged over 
the wheat prospects. It is represented 
that tho ravages of the Hessian Hy are 
discernible, ns many as a dozen oC these 
little pests being found in a single stool 
in the ceieal. A critical examination dis- 
closes the fact that fully one half, if not 
more, of the growth is cheat, and many 
green fields me being plowed up and corn 
put in instead. The oat fields and mead- 
ows, however, look well. Continued eool 
weather and heavy rains have done mnch 
toward impeding the growth of cropp, 
and farmers say frilly one-third of the 
corn in the aouuty will have to be re- 
planted. There is a good prospect for an 
abundant apple crop, and herein lies some 
comfort tor the farmer in the vicinity of 
Vandalia,

THE order of the United States

WHS guilty of "nepotism." 


OF the sum of $381,171,684 now 


in the United States Treasury in 
actual cash $191,775,380 is iu gold, 
$111,204,554 in silver dollars, S'-8,- 
175,032 in silver change, and only 
$50,016,718 in paper. Of the great 
volume in specie about $130,000,000 
is held in the treasury to redeem 
$58,353,770 in gold certificates and 
$71,092,071 in 
-silver 
certificates 


which are in circulation and which 
increase the currency to the same ex- 
tent that the disbursement of the 
specie itself would do. These paper 
certificates are as secure as gold and 
silver, and more convenient. 
The 


$133,421,610 in gold in the treasury 
beyond the sum represented by gold 
certificates is held as a reserve fund 
for the security and redemption of 
the greenbacks, or treasury notes, a 
government obligation (part of the 
war debt) which is still outstanding 
to the amount of $346,000,000. The 
$39,512,483 silver dollars in the 
treasury not represented by silver 
certificates, and the $28,175,032 in 
silver change, will weigh about 2,000 
tons. 


MATTHEW 
AHIIUCKLE, the famous 


cornet player, died in Brooklyn on 
Wednesday last, of pnenmonin, aged 
54 years. Arbucklo was a Scotchman 
by birth, and served in the British 
army in India and China. He came 
to this country about thirty years 
ago, and first acquired celebrity as 
a cornotist in Gilmore's famous band. 
Ho served in tho twenty fourth Mas- 
sachusetts regiment dnring the war, 
and hns since traveled over the 
greater part of the United States giv- 
ing concerts. He was regarded as 
one of Iho very first cornet players 
of this age. 


THE recent spell of bad weather, 


accompanied by high winds, falls of 
snow in some localities and severe 
frosts in others, shows the utter fu- 
tility of making estimate about the 
crops thus early in tho season.

THE order of the United States 


Treasury Department, to prevent the 
landing of a party of pauper Mor- 
mons from Switzerland, now said to 
be en route to New York on the 
steamship Nevada, is construed to 
be more important than appears on 
the face of it. It is thought that the 
provision of the Immigration act on 
which the order is based is broad 
enough to keep about two thirds of 
the Mormon immigrants out of the 
country.

ber of whisky-sellers had decreased 
a little in the last few years, which 
is presumptive evidence that less 
whisky is drunk than formerly. The 
amount of whisky now in bond is 
proof that the manufacture still goes 
on at an enormous rate, if its con- 
sumption has not increased. 
Beer 


drinking as compared with whisky 
drinking is undoubtedly the lesser 
evil of the two, and there is much 
ess crime charged to beer than to 
whisky. 
Beer makes the drinker 


stupid—especially when it is adnl- 
;erated, as it too often is—while 
vhisky "puts the devil in him." 
3eer, however, has recently had a 
new and serious charge laid at its 
loor by the last census, the returns 
showing that 
Milwaukee, 
which 


makes and consumes more beer than 
iny other city of its size in the 
Union, had double tho number of 
suicides of other cities of the same 
population. Is this clue to adultera- 
,ion, or what ?

FLORIDA IN SUMMER. 


GAINESVILLE, FLA., May 18. 


EDS. 
REPUBLICAN:—I have been 


speeding now nearly two weeks in 
looking around this vicinity, and I 
feel very certain from all the infor- 
mation I can gather from every 
source that it is one of the very best 
counties in the state. 
There are 


some peculiarities around this por 
tion of the state, and perhaps more 
in this county and Suwanee, and that 
is the Sinks. I had read about them 
before leaving home, but did not re- 
alize what they were. As near as I 
can describe them they are hollows 
in the earth shaped about like a 
washbowl, with water In almost all 
of them, and often without any visi- 
ble inlet or outlet. Sometimes they 
are dry and they vary in depth from 
20 to 40 feet, and in those which 
contain water often the depth is un- 
known. You would think they were 
only common ponds of water, but 
there is the peculiar formation of 
them as to depth. 
One of these was 


at one time the place where the out 
let of Newman's Lake discharged its 
water, and was a pond of about 10 
acres, and near was a flat country 
called Payne's Prairie, some of it in 
farms. 
About 10 years ago, during 


the heavy rain, by some means -the 
subterranean passage got closed, and 
from that time Payne's Prairie be- 
came Payne's Lake; and steamers 
are running on it bringing the veg- 
etables frnrn the farms of those liv- 
ing on its borders. Another one in 
the country about eight miles north- 
west of here is called the Devil's 
Washbowl. It is quite large, and it 
is several feet down to the water's 
edge, which :s reached by a spiral 
path. No bottom to it has ever been 
found, so far as known. 


Before this arrives you will doubt- 


less havo received the sample of 
Peento, or Chinese pear. This is fast 
coming into popularity, and many 
are going into its culture. Mr. Kob- 
inson, whose place I visited, has400 
trees, and many of them loaded. 
They begin to bear in two years from 
the bud. His trees are four years 
old and he will have a good many 
bushels. He shipped the first this 
year on the 5th of this month, and is 
now shipping every day. Last year 
his first shipment accounted him 
$1.50 per dozen in Philadelphia, 
which is about at the rate of $48 
per bushel. 


Having now given you some ac- 


count 
of 
vegetable raising and 


some few facts about frnit, I want to 
tell you what I saw yesterday on the 
farm of Mr. John R. Bevels, who is 


native of this county and has 


scarcely ever been out of it. Through 
the kindness of mine host, Mr. B. M. 
Witt, of the American HOUSR, I rode 
with him about seven miles west of 
town and found Mr. Bevels farming 
on as large a scale as many Illinois 
farmers. He owns 4,000 acres, has 
lived on the farm 25 years, and this 
year has 500 acres in corn, most of 
it as high as my shoulders, and looks 
as well as Illinois corn; 200 acres in 
oats, now ripe; rents out about 200 
acres for cotton, and has some in 
vegetables. 
He keeps 50 head of 


horses, 175 head of cattle besides 
his cows, 10 of them short-horns, 


ginally from Illinois, 175 to 200 


pigs, 150 ewes, mostly merinos cross- 
jd with southdowns. He has 28 
miles of fence on his farm, and stand- 
.ng on some of the hills of his farm 
one can see over about 10 miles 
square, nearly all old plantations, 
and nothing, only here aad there 
some few fields in cultivation, but a 
vast range for cattle. Mr. B. says he 
is only a Florida] "Cracker," (pity 
ihere were not more like him), but 
tie said he could show me where he 
•ot his ideas, and showed a file of 
copies of 'the Southern Cultivator 
since 1848. 
He reads. He is now 


using double walking cultivators, 
two-horse plows, reapers and mow- 
ers, and lacks only a good corn plan- 
ter and check rower to make his outfit 
complete—and all this in Florida! 


There has been a gentleman here 


from Chicago seeking shipments of 
vegetables, and I learn he has been 
successful in getting two car loads 
started this week, and at lower rates 
of freight than to New York. If 
that can be done it will be a great 
Beld of operations. 


Much attention will be paid here 


to the LeConte pear, which has 
proved very successful in some parts; 
also to the Japan persimmon, which 
is budded on to the wild persimmon, 
which is said to be a most delicious 
fruit, having a tough enough skin for 
shipping, and the inside full of a 
pulp like jelly. 
There is probably a greater diver- 


sitv of land here in adjoining tracts 
than in any other country. You 
may be riding through a good qual- 
ity of high pine land—one quarter 
section—and before you get off it 
you will find land of the very poor- 
est quality; either flat, scrubby pal- 
metto, wet and full of hard pan, or 
else a black-jack ridge, that would 
scarcely grow anything on it. Ham- 
mock lands, which is the name given 
to all bard wood lands, are mixed in 
amongst the pine. 
Biding along 


you would think, to first appearance, 
that you were entering a dense 


swamp, while it will only be th< 
thick woods, covered with oaks, mag 
nolias, etc., a -dense growth of un 
derbrush, but the richest kind o: 
land. It is. not considered health] 
to live in hammock land, on accoun 
of chills and fever, but 20 rods awa; 
among the pines it will be healthy 
Most of the hammock land is also 
more or less filled wHh lime stone, in 
larger or smaller quantities. 


One of the most valuable na 


tive plants here is a plant callec 
beggar louse weed. Its leaves re 
semble, when small, a large clover 
leaf, but it grows very rank after 
corn or vegetables are ofT the ground 
and is sweeter than clover; cattle 
will eat it in preference to anything 
else, and when cut green for hay is 
valuable. Farmers say you can turn 
a horse or cow into a field of corn 
with this weed as high as the corn 
and the animal will eat the weed in 
preference to the corn. It grows 
when left alone five or six feet high 
with a stalk as large as a man's fin 
ger, and after getting ripe is very 
brittle. One of its best properties is 
its fertilizing powers. Plowed in 
when green or ripe it is one of the 
best fertilizers known. Some of the 
land seen at Mr. Bevel's had no( 
been fertilized'at all for 20 years, 
only as green matter had been plow- 
ed in, and his crops would be no dis- 
grace to many Illinois farmers. 


It was a contrast to see my let- 


ters from this country in the nexi 
column to a description of Dakota. 
If one fourth of the Dakota fever 
had taken the Florida type, I don'1 
believe it would have been so disas- 
trous as it will prove. 


The Land Office here is now sell- 


ing upwards of 50,000 acres per 
week, in counties where it is to be 
had. 


I noticed in my letter of May 


made some errors, and perhaps some 
were yours, as I wrote in a greai 
hurry. Where I wrote of Magnolia 
and Gren Cove Springs, you made 
it "green cool spring;" and I mean! 
to have added about Tocoi that it was 
the most lonesome, forsaken looking 
place.

A LETTER FROM KANSAS. 


BAXTEE SPKINSS, KANSAS, 


May 23, 1883. 


EDS. 
BEFDBLICAN :—A 
few lines 


from Southeast Kansas might inter- 
est some of the readers of the RE- 
PUBLICAN. 
I have now been in Kan- 


sas fifteen months, and like the coun- 
try better the longer I stay. We 
have a good healthy climate; the 
winters are short and not very cold; 
no hot sultry weather in summer. 
All kinds of crops are looking fine; 
wheat will not make a full crop but 
will be much better than was expect 
ed six weeks ago. 
The prospect for 


a fruit crop was never better in 
southeast Kansas. Grass is good 
and stock is doing well. The stock 
business here is immense. I was 
down in the Indian Territory last 
week, and met Mr. Smith, of Shelby- 
ville, 111., brother of J. P. Smith, of 
Mt Zion. He had seven hundred 
head of cattle, taking them to his 
ranch, forty-five miles west of Bax- 
ter. I saw 200 head of Texas po- 
nies. One of the stock men told me 
they had 600 head on the road that 
would be here in a few days, and 
that was only one-fourth the number 
that was on the road to Baxter. If 
any of the readers of the REPUBLI- 
CAN want to invest money in Texas 
ponies, I would say come to Baxter; 
they can be bought cheap by the 
dozen or gross, but I would not war- 
rant that many, of the Macon county 
boys could ride one of them the first 
time. If the rider is not careful the 
pony will bow up his back and pass 
3ut behind him. Davy Greenfield 
sought one a few months ago, and 
'he first time he got on it it shook 
aim up like a cyclone, but he stayed 
with it; they have to turn some very 
short corners to set Davy afoot.

Macon county for a home in the west 
had better take a look at Cherokee 
Bounty, Kansas, before they locate. 
We have plenty of good, cheap land, 
and room for all who want to come; 
an abundance of coal and timber;

ANDBRSONVILLE TO-DAY. 


The Peaceful Home of Many Thou- 
sand Union Martyrs. 
Letter to Cincinnati Journal. 


Anderson is the name of a station 


on the Southwestern Kailroad, about 
sixty miles from Macon. It is noth 
ing but a railroad station, and the 
only thing that characterizes the 
spot is the immense Union cemetery 
of some twenty acres, over which 
floats the star-spangled banner. The 
cemetery is constructed on the spot 
where the prisoners were buried, and 
the trenches were dug with such pre- 
cision and regularity that the soldiers 
were not disturbed, but allowed to 
remain as their comrades interred 
them, working under the watchful 
eye and fixed bayonets of the Geor- 
gia Home Guard. 


The cemetery is surrounded by a 


stout wall, with an iron gate, and is 
under the supervision of a superin- 
tendent, who lives en the grounds. 
It is a plain spot. There is not 
much attempt made to ornament this 
city of our martyred dead. It would 
take a great deal of even such influ- 
ence as plants and flowers possess to 
dispel the melancholy memories that 
haunt this hill in the pine woods of 
Southern Georgia. There are actu- 
ally buried on this elevation 13,715 
men. 
The soldier whose identity 


was preserved by his comrades is 
marked in his resting place by a 
white marble stone rising ten inches 
above the ground. 
A square marble 


block with the word "Unknown" on 
it is repeated about 1,000 times in 
the cemetery. 


Part of the stockade is still stand- 


ing. There are two rows of trees— 
one inside the other. 
The outer row 


has fallen down, save a few posts 
here and there, but a large part of 
the inner wall still stands. Trees 
have grown up around the old pen, 
and a thick growth of underbrush 
now covers the site of the prison. No 
traces of the famous brooK that ran 
through the stockade remain, nor of 
the wonderful well dug by the pris- 
oners, It is all now a mild and 
peaceful section of the country. Many 
of the soldiers in the cemetery have 
handsome Loadstones lifted to their 
memory by friends in the North, and 
efforts are frequently made to have 
certain graves "kept green" with 
flowers and shower pot. 


THE late venerable Bishop Peck, 


of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
made practicalhis teachingthat there 
were more enduring riches than 
houses and bonds.

A VERDICT FOB $6,000. 


In the case of Frank Adams, of Du- 


QuoiD, 111., against the Illinois Central 
Kailroad Company, to recover damages 
in the sum of $10,000, the jury this morn- 
ing returned a sealed verdict giving the 
plaintiff $6,000.

In March, 1874, the Central transported 


from Chicago to this place for J. Milton 
Maris, 20,000 pounds of salt, for which the 
company received $28.45, being $3.55 in 
eieesa of the rate filed by the railroad 
and warehouse commissioners. Mr. Maria 
instituted suit against the company in the 
circuit court and judgment was rendered 
against the company for $1,000. The 
Central appealed to the Supreme court 
where the decision of the lower court was 
affirm&J, and then the Central took the 
case to the Supreme court of the United 
States on a writ of error, which likewise 
affirmed the two former decisions. Mr. 
Maris receives one-half ($500) of the 
judgment.—Douglas County Review. 


THEY OUGHT TO BE HUNG. 


More About the Strolling- Lightning Rod 


Swindlers. 


Farmers cannot be warned too frequent- 


ly not to have anything to do with irre- 
sponsible lightning rod men. They are 
working Illinois this spring most success- 
fully. They got in their work recently 
in Menard county, and now the latest de- 
velopments come from McLean county. 
Better patronize responsible lightning 
rod dealers in your own county and be 
on the safe side. The Bloomington Pan- 
tagraiih thus tells of the experience of 
victims near that city: "Mr. Ephraim 
Stotler, an aged farmer, 78 years old, who 
lives three miles northeast of Hudson, 
came to the city last evening and made 
complaint that he had been swindled out 
of $262 by a gang of lightning-rod men, 
and he says that his neighbor, Mr. A. S. 
Weeks, on Wednesday was gulled to the 
amount of nearly $1,000 in the same man- 
ner that he was. The game that the ras- 
cals play is an old dodge, and if the fann- 
ers would heed the warning heretofore 
given they would not be gulled by the 
rascals. One man, well dressed, and a 
very sleek talker, goes in advance. On 
Wednesday he appeared at Mr. Blotter's 
and wanted to put a lightning-rod on his 
barn. He said that he had rodded Mr. 
Week's barn for $10, and be would rod 
his for $6.40, Mr. Stotler, who is quite 
infirm, confided in the integrity of the 
peddler, and deeming the price very cheap 
he consented that the rods might" be put 
up, and the next thing was to sign the 
contract, and Mr. Stotler thought that he 
was signing a specific contract for a rod 
for 86.40. The next day three large men, 
strangers, appeared to put up the rod. 
They produced a contract with Mr. Stot- 
ler's name signed to it, in which the ped- 
dlers were to put up what rods they 
deemed sufficient and Mr. Stotler was to 
pay 87>£ cents per foot for the rod, $4 
each for the points and $4 each for orna- 
mental balls. They put on the building 
260 feet of rod, five pointe and five balls, 
and the bill footed up $262.
